ending in a draw. The goals 
scored record was: 29 for, and 28 
against; and no doubt you will 


agree with me that it must have 


been one of the most exciting In- 


Soccer contests over 
the years. However, in 1948 Aus- 
tralia again visited their old 
friends, and this time thoroughly 
demonstrated their superiority by 
winning all 13 matches played, 
with the magnificent goal average 
of 90 goals for, and only 4 being 
scored against them. So, as men- 
tioned earlier, the feeling of con- 
fidence apparent here for the 
forthcoming 1954 Tests was not 
surprising. Then the shocks be- 
gan — the Kiwis won their first 
two matches — one of them over 
a strong Australian eleven, and it 
remained for Victoria to stop the 
rot with a 2 goals to 1 victory. 
after a very hard-fought struggle 
here in Melbourne. But the visit- 
ors were not dismayed, and put 
up a good performance to win the 
first Test match. From then on 
they were unfortunate being 
very badly hit by injuries, and I 
shudder to think how the tour 
might ‘have ended, short of play- 


ternational 


ing strength as they were, had 
not Bill Lyons, a newcomer then 
to the Soccer arena, done a really 
grand job to get them back on to 
their “playing legs” again. Never- 
theless, they won two more games 
and drew three others, but lost the 
remaining two Test matches. How- 
ever, the tour record was quite 
impressive, the New Zealanders 
winning 5, losing 4, and drawing 
3 games, with a goal scoring re- 
cord of 22 for, and 25 against. It 
was very clear to me ‘that the 
Kiwis are quick to learn from mis- 
takes, and have the ability to 
raise their game to almost any 
level. Coupled with this, is the 
fact that three coaches I knew in 
the Old Country have gone there 
jin an endeavour to raise the 
standard of Soccer still further. 
So, presuming this 1958 tour does 
materialise, our boys will have 
quite a “fight” on their hands. 

I sincerely trust that the squad 
members will be chosen quickly, 
and each individual instructed to 
work rigidly to a training schedule 
before the team leaves, On so 
many occasions have injuries de- 
pleted the strength of a touring 
side, particularly one without ex- 
pert coaching and training advice, 
that I feel the lesson “must” have 
been learnt!

* Bobby Flavell, ex-Airdrie and 
Arsenal star, who hit the head- 
lines a few years ago by going to 
Bogota, South America, to play 
with two other players, and defied 
the F.A., is in line for the coaching 
job with St. Mirren.
